One  cannot  escape  the  significance  of  writing  this  last  Dean's  Message  to  the 
Class  of  1976.  I  have  approached  this  moment  with  sadness,  and  yet  with  some 
sense  of  historical  purpose  and  pride. 

This  final  graduation  also  marks  the  148th  year  of  the  College's  birth.  As  the 
second  oldest  institution  of  its  kind  in  the  Western  Hemisphere,  The  College  does 
indeed  have  a  long  and  exceptional  record  of  accomplishments  and  achievements 
in  pharmaceutical  education.  The  College's  greatest  contributions,  however,  have 
been  visible  through  the  outstanding  careers  of  alumni,  whose  individual  accomp- 
lishments have  set  CPS  alumni  apart  from  all  other  comparable  institutions. 

The  Class  of  1976  is  somewhat  symbolic  of  both  the  difficult  and  the  rewarding 
aspects  of  the  College's  history.

When  the  decision  to  phase  out  was  made,  two  specific  objec- 
tives were  established:  First,  to  insure  that  educational  quality  would  not  be  com- 
promised and  that  all  energies  and  resources  be  directed  toward  strengthening  the 
existing  programs.  Second,  that  academic  standards  be  maintained  so  that  no 
student  would  obtain  a  degree  from  the  College  without  appropriate  levels  of 
achievement.  Reaching  for  this  first  goal  made  the  second  even  more  difficult  for 
students.  The  pressures  were  unparalleled  since  no  second  chances  were  possi- 
ble. I  am  confident  that  both  objectives  were  satisfied  and  that  the  Class  of  1976 
can  proudly  join  the  alumni  ranks. 

As  alumni,  we  will  all  have  to  confront  the  reality  that  no  physical  manifestation 
of  our  alma  mater  will  exist.  We  are  not,  however,  without  some  psychic  com- 
fort.

The  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  on  Barclay  Street 


In  the  enlightened  atmosphere  of  1829,  aroused  members  of  the  pharmaceutical  community 
expressed  concern  over  the  complexities  of  the  profession  and  of  the  training  necessary  for  its 
practice.  In  March  of  1829,  John  Keese,  a  graduate  of  Philadelphia  College  of  Pharmacy,  sug- 
gested that  a  College  of  Pharmacy  be  founded  in  New  York.  Some  of  the  most  reputable  apoth- 
ecaries ratified  its  constitution  on  the  18th  of  that  month  at  the  famous  Shakespeare  Tavern  on 
Fulton  and  Nassau  Streets,  with  John  Keese  serving  as  its  first  president. 

In   December  the  College  held  its  first  lectures  at  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons. 
Lecture    subscriptions   were    sold   at  $3. 00  and  lectures  on  Chemistry,  Physics,  and  Materia 
Medica   were   delivered  by  Doctors  John  Torrey  and  J.  Smythe  Rogers.  In  the  spring  of  1831, 
despite    moving  its  administrative  facilities  to  the  "New  Dispensary, "  the  College  granted  its 
first  degree  to  George  C.  Close. 

The  College  offered  lectures  at  several  locations  until  1837,  when  lectures  were  included 
at  the  New  Dispensary.  Just  as  the  College  was  about  to  expand  its  curriculum  in  1841,  it  was 
dispossessed  and  forced  to  relocate  at  285  Broadway,  above  Lockwood's  Bookstore.  Additional 
courses  were  not  offered  until  1845,  when  the  College  relocated  along  with  the  bookstore  to  411 
Broadway,  at  which  point  they  were  promptly  discontinued  until  1848.  In  1849  tuition  was 
increased. 


Moving  to  the  "New  York  Medical  College"  in  1850,  the  College  took  with 
it  26  students  registered  in  Chemistry,  23  in  Materia  Medica,  and  none  in 
Botany.  Botany  became  requisite  for  diploma. 

The  first  black  studentwas  accepted  to  the  College  in  1852  but  was  refused 
admissionto  the  Medical  College  for  lectures.  The  College  actively  sought  to 
move,  but,  unable  to  find  other  quarters,  refunded  his  money. 

As  the  number  of  students  began  to  decline,  the  Board  of  Trustees  sought 
closer  supervision  of  teaching  activities  and  actively  campaigned  for  stu- 
dents. In  1857  the  College  was  faced  with  foreclosure. 

The  College  offered  its  first  public  commencement  in  the  spring  of  1863, 
granting  five  degrees,  one  to  Mary  C.  Putnam,  the  College's  first  woman 
graduate  and  later,  a  prominent  physician. 

From  1869  to  1871,  Dr.  E.R.  Squibb  delivered  a  series  of  lectures  on 
Pharmacy,  and   in  1872,  was  elected  as  an  honorary  member  of  the  College.

When  purchased  in  1878,  the  Calvary 
Chapel  at  209-211  East  23rd  Street  was 
adapted  to  provide  laboratories,  lecture 
halls,  and  a  library.  In  1892,  three  lots  were 
purchased  on  68th  Street  and  Broadway,  and 
a  new  building  was  finally  opened  in  1894. 
The  old  building  was  subsequently  sold  for 
$84,  000. 

The  expenses  of  the  College  rapidly 
multiplied  and  by  1895  the  strictest  econ- 
omy had  to  be  practiced  to  avoid  debt.  Dur- 
ing the  1895-96  academic  year  the  College 
announced  its  first  deficit  of  $8, 000. 

The  construction  of  the  new  building  was 
the  best  for  its  day.  The  space  on  the  first 
floor  was  allocated  to  the  library,  a  large 
meeting  room,  and  a  small  office  for  the 
Secretary  to  the  State  Board  of  Pharmacy. 
The  auditorium  seated  more  than  350  per- 
sons  and   extended  through  the  second  and 


third  floors.  The  pharmacy  laboratory  oc- 
cupied the  fifth  floor,  and  the  chemistry 
laboratory  occupied  the  sixth. 

An  inventory  taken  in  the  year  1900 
showed  the  total  value  of  the  property  of  the 
College,  including  real  estate,  equipment, 
apparauts,  books,  etc. ,  to  be  nearly 
$265,000. 

In  the  early  1900' s,  lab  study  became 
obligatory  and  the  former  evening  classes 
were  replaced  by  day  instruction.  At  this 
time  enrollment  dropped  off  and  a  return  to 
half-day  sessions  was  proposed.  The  Fac- 
ulty objected  to  this  backward  move  and  so 
the  matter  was  dropped. 

In  1901  the  office  of  the  Dean  was  created, 
and  Professor  Henry  H.  Rusby  became  the 
first  elected  Dean. 
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The  first  diploma,  issued  to  Mr.  George  C.  Close,  in  1831 
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On  the  initiative  of  the  College  of  Pharmacy,  an  effort  was  made  in  1892  to  establish 
some  sort  of  relationship  with  Columbia  University,  but  after  many  discussions  nothing 
came  of  this  proposal  until  1902,  when  Nicholas  Murray  Butler  became  president  of  the 
University.  Heimmediatly  inquired  as  to  whether  or  not  the  College  would  be  inclined 
to  become  an  integral  part  of  the  University.  An  affiliation  proposal  was  ratified  and 
accordingly,  the  College  of  Pharmacy  became  a  part  of  Columbia  University  on  July 
1,  1904. 

In  1895  the  College  announced  that  in  their  opinion  its  two  year  program  might  be 
sufficient  for  the  average  Pharmacist,  but  it  did  not  meet  the  needs  of  those  desiring 
a  front-rank  position  in  the  profession  and  accordingly,  an  optional  fifteen  week  post 
graduate  program  was  offered  leading  to  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Pharmacy  (Phar.  D. ). 
In  1905  the  College  offered  two  undergraduate  programs,  one  leading  to  the  University 
degree  of  Pharmaceutical  Chemist,  and  one  granting  the  Graduate  in  Pharmacy  (Ph.  G. ) 
diploma  of  the  College. 

For  many  years  the  majority  of  applicants  elected  the  College  class  program  even 
though  many  hadthe  qualifications  for  admission  to  the  University  class.  The  two  year 
program  for  Pharmaceutical  Chemist  was  extended  to  three  years  in  1915  and  to  five 
days  weekly  in  1927.  A  four  year  program  leading  to  the  B.S.  degree  established  in 
1913,  and  in  1919  the  baccalaureate  degree  was  made  prerequisite  for  the  Doctor  of 
Pharmacy  program,  which  had  been  extended  to  two  years. 

The  College  enjoyed  extended  enrollment  for  a  number  of  years  and  in  1928,  the 
College  graduated  its  largest  class  of  357.  However,  in  the  period  of  depression, 
enrollments  diminished  and  in  1935,  only  76  students  received  diplomas.  In  1921  the 
College  program  was  extended  to  three  years,  and  in  1931  the  College  began  to  phase 
out  its  program  for  Pharmaceutical  Chemists.  A  four  year  program  was  instituted  for 
those  entering  in  1932.  The  College  announced  in  1936  the  phase  out  of  its  three  year 
program. 

During  World  War  II,  the  College  adopted  a  trimester  program  in  an  effort  to 
secure  deferrment  for  its  students.  This  plan  continued  until  October  of  1946,  when 
the  customary  program  was  resumed.  In  1942  the  College  began  training  hospital 
corpsmen  for  the  US  Navy.  A  three  month  course  was  given  under  the  command  of  the 
Coast  Guard,  and,  in  all,  the  College  assisted  in  the  training  of  nearly  1200  corpsmen 
in  a  two  year  period. 

During  the  post-war  years  the  College  saw  some  improvements  in  physical  facit- 
ities,  and  student  whose  educations  were  interrupted  were  able  to  receive  their  degrees. 
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In  1967  the  American  Council  on  Pharmacutical  Education  first  placed  the  College  on 
probation  in  regard  to  accreditation.  At  that  time  they  were  satisfied  with  only  minor 
renovations  on  the  building  and  the  hopes  of  a  new  building  at  some  future  date. 

Unable  to  gain  any  assistance  from  Columbia  University,  the  College  hoped  to  find  aid 
through  affiliation  with  another  institution.  Various  proposals  were  made  and,  as  dis- 
cussions proved  unprofitable,  the  College  was  again  placed  on  probation. 

On  January  9,  1973  the  ACPE  informed  the  College  that  unless  an  adequate  phase  out 
plan  was  instituted  it  would  lose  its  accredation.  A  plan  was  submitted  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  an  accreditation  was  extended  until  June,  1976. 

On  May  12,  1976,  the  College  of  Pharmaceutical  Sciences  celebrated  its  last  graduation 
excerises  with  Columbia  University.  On  May  14,  1976,  a  final  private  commencement  was 
held  by  the  the  College  at  the  Americana  Hotel.

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OUR  FRESHMAN  YEAR 

On  August  31,  1971,  seventytwo  students  entered  into 
the  new  and,  ultimately,  the  final  freshman  class  of  the 
College  of  Pharmaceutical  Sciences.  Coming  from  a  variety 
of  backgrounds  we  had  one  thing  in  common,  an  interest  in 
Pharmacy  ...  or  a  job  in  a  drugstore. 

We  were  quickly  introduced  to  school  policy,  as  the 
upperclassmen  attempted  to  sell  us  exams,  notes,  elevator 
passes,  and  sometimes  the  building  itself!  Had  we  only  bought 
it  then,  it  would  have  saved  us  some  grief. 

Classes  with  Dr.  Louis  (Ecosystems)  Irwin  brought  us 
on  safari  to  Central  Park,  resulting  in  two  near  arrests  and 
some  natural  wonders.  Under  the  guidance  of  Dr.  John  Ca- 
zazza,  we  learned  the  basics  of  General  Chemistry  and  the 


joys  of  ETOH.  Our  resident  mathematician,  Erwin  Lutwak, 
reviewed  Elementary  Functions  and  droned  the  Calculus 
Myth. 

Apart  from  the  sciences,  Martin  Levin,  the  master  of 
wit,  taught  us  the  difference  between  graphorrhea  and  gon- 
orrhea while  opening  his  PREFACE  TO  COMPOSITION. 
Gerald  Lucas  paraded  his  Freudian  slip  through  the  Sci- 
entific Method,  and  Matthew  Lipman  strained  the  fine  tone 
of  Philosophy  into  the  snores  of  slumber. 

We  cut  classes,  played  football  in  the  park,  and  learned 
to  play  Pinochle.  The  fraternities  among  us,  Kappa  Psi  and 
DST,  rushed  candidates  for  their  (final)  freshman  pledge 
calsses.  In  the  course  of  the  year  we  managed  to  hold  a 
freshman- sophomore  mixer  and  even  sold  blood  to  "Save 
Our  School"! 
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OUR  SECOND  YEAR 


We  were  now  a  group  of  fortytwo  as  our  second 
year  gave  us  new  courses  to  master. 

In  Organic  Chemistry,  Dr.  Suzanne  Galton,  with 
her  toasted  comrades,  Morrisson  and  Boyd,  built  a 
world  from  alcohols  of  four  carbons  or  less. 

Air  hockey,  oscilloscopes,  and  double-parking  on 
125th  Street  filled  our  Tuesday  mornings,  as  we 
ventured  to  the  uptown  campus  for  Physics  with  Dr. 
Mader.  We  graphed  guns  and  butter  with  Dr.  Karatzas 
in  Economics,  and  as  a  class,  unearthed  our  Contem- 
porary Civilization  and  Hilda  Blanco  as  well. 

We  took  substantial,  while  not  prominent,  steps  in 
our  college  lives,  as  we  grew  closer  as  a  class  unit. 
And  as  our  school  was  placed  on  academic  probation, 
the  students  and  faculty  became  one  faction  affronting 
the  administration. 


Following  "Transfer  to  Pharmacy  Day"  and  the  influx 
of  students  it  brought,  we  found  ourselves  142  strong. 

Our firstprofessional year broughtus  into  an  intimate 
encounter  with  Physiology,  taught  by  Dr.  Margret  Staud. 
Her  mini-quizzes  produced  attacks  of  digital  diarrhea, 
and  her  afternoon  finals  meant  come  with  dinner,  blanket 
and  pillow.  Sue  Matt's  expert  abilities  helped  to  recover 
pilfered  kymograph  data,  restoring  decorum  to  the  lab 
and  bringing  sighs  of  relief  from  George  and  Alan. 

Physiology  and  Quant  brought  the  advent  of  electronics 
to  CUCPS,  as  tape  recorders  lined  room  34  and  calcula- 
tors sprouted  throughout  the  student  body. 

Dr.  Rosort  taught  us  our  first  professional  course, 
Physical  Pharmacy.  However,  we  had  to  suffer  through 
its  pre -requisite,  Physical  Chemistry,  as  well.  Dr. 
Rosoff  enlivened  the  class  with  the  dance  of  the  dumbell 
molecule  and  gave  59  D's.  He  still  can't  understand  why 
the  man  on  the  street  performs  better  than  we  can  on  his 
exams. 

Mark  Weiss  and  George  Santiccioli  taught  our  final 
English  courses,  and  Dr.  Galton  taught  Biochemistry. 

In  the  course  of  the  year,  plans  for  affiliation  became 
plans  for  phase-out,  and  we  had  gained  the  distinction  of 
becoming  Columbia's  last  graduating  class.

Our  fourth  year  began  on  a  strange  note.  With  only  two  classes  remaining  and  a  large 
portion  of  our  faculty  already  gone,  the  tone  of  our  school  was  considerably  more  subdued. 
As  the  fifth  year  anxiously  awaited  graduation,  we  in  the  fourth  year  settled  down  to  work  in 
an  atmosphere  severely  lacking  in  enthusiasm. 

In  Pharmacc  logy,  perhaps  our  single  most  important  course,  Dr.  Ehrenpreis  combined 
the  finer  points  of  drug  action  with  our  already  extensive  knowledge  of  Physiology.  We  could 
not  have  asked  for  a  finer  instructor  and  under  his  influence  our  attitudes  as  professionals 
grew. 

Highly  memorable  was  our  final  year  with  Dr.  Galton.  In  an  in  depth  Iook  at  Organic 
and  Medicinal  Chemistry  we  viewed  the  structures  and  activity  relationships  of  most 
pharmaceutical  agents.  Index  cards  became  a  popular  studying  tool  and  as  the  year  pro- 
gressed huge  stacks  were  amassed. 

In  both  Microbiology  and  Pharmacognosy  we  were  exposed  to  previously  unexplored  areas 
of  our  Pharmaceutical  Education.  Our  previously  unexplored  instructor,  Dr.  Hassan,  proved 
a  unique  experience  and  his  amusing  anecdotes  about  Fordham  University  often  made  us 
wish  he  had  stayed. 

Matthew  Wiener  taught  an  introduction  to  Dosage  Forms  in  the  first  semester  and  we 
heard  the  first  in  a  series  of  lectures  on  Hypertension  that  continued  up  until  the  State  Board 
Review.  Guy  Bello,  whose  courage  exceeded  his  abilities,  made  an  excellent  attempt  at 
Pharmaceutical  Calculations  and  Howard  Weintraub  lectured  on  Biopharmaceutics  to  a  less 
than  receptive,  though  highly  somnolent  audience. 

This  was  a  difficult  year,  presenting  a  considerable  challenge  to  us  all.  But  by  May, 
spirits  were  lifted  and  all  were  in  preparation  for  our  final  year,  the  final  year  of  the 
College. 


The  fifth  year  began  on  a  happy  note.  Dr's  Romano,  Wiener,  and  Satkosky  formed  the 
backbone  of  our  curriculum.  In  Clinical  Pharmacy  we  viewed  the  intricacies  of  hospital 
life  at  Lenox  Hill,  Montefiore,  and  Mt.  Sinai,  and  under  the  tutelage  of  Dr's  Petrello, 
Hunter,  and  Hayes,  studied  the  combined  aspects  of  disease  states,  diagnosis,  and,  most 
importantly,  drug  therapy. 

Dispensing  Pharmacy  covered  everything.  We  sa'ed,  qs'ed,  spatulated,  triturated, 
sieved,    "punched",  and  molded  our  way  through  anemia  to  xerostoma. 

Our  fifth  year  also  had  some  lighter  moments.  For  those  eager  to  delve  even  deeper 
into  the  mysteries  of  Pharmacology,  Dr.  Ehrenpreis  offered  an  advanced  course  which,  in 
subsequent  months,  gave  birth  to  the  Bungarotoxin  Fan  Club.  Dr.  Dimendberg  and  his  guest 
speakers  gave  us  some  pointers  on  how  to  make  a  lot  of  money  in  the  field  of  Pharmacy. 
Mr.  Gluck  taught  us  more  BS  and  Mr.  Tumelty  taught  Pharmacy  Law,  pro  and  con. 

The  student  body  endeavored  to  keep  and  optimistic  outlook,  and  the  last  semester  was 
peppered  with  more  wine  and  cheese  parties,  the  Lilly  trip,  and  graduation. 

May  14,  1976  marked  the  graduation  of  the  final  class  of  the  College  of  Pharmaceutical 
Science  s.  The  147  years  of  the  College's  existence  remain  as  a  permanent  example  of  ded- 
ication and  service  to  the  pharmacy  profession.

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Looking  back  over  the  past  five  years,  it 
would  be  both  unfair  and  inadequate  to  call 
them  anything  but  important  and  memora- 
ble, for  they  served  as  basis  for  our  profes- 
sional lives.  Our  experiences  and  challenges, 
in  the  face  of  a  closing  school,  were  entirely 
unique,  presenting  a  set  of  events  never  be- 
fore encountered  by  Columbia's  students 

The  College  of  Pharmacy  always  strove  to 
provide  a  quality  professional  education  ena- 
bling its  graduates  to  assume  important  re- 
sponsibilities in  the  health  care  fields.  It  has 
prepared  its  students  with  the  professional 
and  scientific  expertise  to  utilize  judgement 
in  professional  practice. 

Presently,  we  find  ourselves  honoring  Co- 
lumbia's last  graduates,  while  at  the  same 
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time,  expressing  sorrow  for  the  demise  of  our 
institution.  We  congratulate  them,  but  regret 
that  their  joy  should  be  tainted  with  such  sor- 
row. It  is  unfortunate  that  the  image  of  Phar- 
macy in  New  York  City  did  not  demand  our 
survival. 

Throughout  its  final  years,  the  College  en- 
deavored to  meet  the  ever  growing  demands 
of  a  pharmaceutical  education.  Despite  its 
entanglements,  both  physical  and  financial, 
a  professional  stature  was  maintained,  but 
only  through  the  efforts  of  a  concerned  fac- 
ulty, student  body,  and  administration.  Per- 
haps it  would  be  better  to  remember  the  Col- 
lege for  its  past  years  rather  than  to  speculate 
its  future,  for  they  were  truly  incomparable 
years.

Preamble 

These  principles  of  professional  conduct  for  pharmacists  are  established  to  guide 
the  pharmacist  in  his  relationship  with  patients,  fellow  practitioners,  other  health 
professionals  and  the  public. 

A  PhcirmclCISt  should  hold  the  health  and  safety  of  patients  to  be  of  first 
consideration;  he  should  render  to  each  patient  the  full  measure  of  his  ability  as  an 
essential  health  practitioner. 

A  PhcirmclCISt  should  never  knowingly  condone  the  dispensing,  promoting  or 
distributing  of  drugs  or  medical  devices,  or  assist  therein,  which  are  not  of  good 
quality,  which  do  not  meet  standards  required  by  law  or  which  lack  therapeutic 
value  for  the  patient. 

A  PhcirmclCISt  should  always  strive  to  perfect  and  enlarge  his  professional 
knowledge.  He  should  utilize  and  make  available  this  knowledge  as  may  be  required 
in  accordance  with  his  best  professional  judgment. 

A  PhcirmclCISt  has  the  duty  to  observe  the  law,  to  uphold  the  dignity  and  honor 
of  the  profession,  and  to  accept  its  ethical  principles.  He  should  not  engage  in  any 
activity  that  will  bring  discredit  to  the  profession  and  should  expose,  without  fear  or 
favor,  illegal  or  unethical  conduct  in  the  profession. 

A  Phc\rmc\ClSt  should  seek  at  all  times  only  fair  and  reasonable  remuneration 
for  his  services.  He  should  never  agree  to,  or  participate  in,  transactions  with 
practitioners  of  other  health  professions  or  any  other  person  under  which  fees  are 
divided  or  which  may  cause  financial  or  other  exploitation  in  connection  with  the 
rendering  of  his  professional  services. 

A  PhcHTTlclCiSt  should  respect  the  confidential  and  personal  nature  of  his 
professional  records;  except  where  the  best  interest  of  the  patient  requires  or  the  law 
demands,  he  should  not  disclose  such  information  to  anyone  without  proper  patient 
authorization. 

A  I  hcXriTlclCISt  should  not  agree  to  practice  under  terms  or  conditions  which 
tend  to  interfere  with  or  impair  the  proper  exercise  of  his  professional  judgment  and 
skill,  which  tend  to  cause  a  deterioration  of  the  quality  of  his  service  or  which 
require  him  to  consent  to  unethical  conduct. 

A  I  hc\rmc\ClSt  should  strive  to  provide  information  to  patients  regarding 
professional  services  truthfully,  accurately,  and  fully  and  should  avoid  misleading 
patients  regarding  the  nature,  cost,  or  value  of  the  pharmacist's  professional 
services. 

A  PhcirmclCISt  should  associate  with  organizations  having  for  their  objective 
the  betterment  of  the  profession  of  pharmacy;  he  should  contribute  of  his  time  and 
funds  to  carry  on  the  work  of  these  organizations.
